It 
was vetted a hopeless case. I took it over and 
it is back racing again and is as sound as a 
bell. I have also treated a case of injury to 
the check ligament in a foreleg, and the horse 
has won a race since its treatment... ”

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Smoke Screen Took the Measure 


Of Chicago’s Biggest Winner 


CHICAGO 


Some days Hasty House Farm just can’t 
lay up a cent. Saturday, September 12, 
was one of those days. After winning ten 
stakes at Chicago tracks this year, the 
Hasty House proprietors, Mr. and Mrs. 
Allie Reuben, of Toledo, Ohio, split their 
stable. sent one division to New Jersey, 
another to New York, and kept the third 
at Hawthorne. 


With the Hawthorne division was Oil 
Capitol, owned jointly with Mrs. Harry 
Trotsek, wife of the Hasty House trainer. 
Also remaining were Pomace and Tahi- 
tian, a couple of 4-year-old geldings pur- 
chased last winter from George D. 
Widener. 

When Pomace won the $15,000 Inaug- 
ural (non-stakes) Handicap at Hawthorne 
on opening day, September 8, and Tahi- 
tian took the featured Lyons Purse, worth 
$3,250 to the winner, on the following 
Thursday, it appeared Mr. and Mrs. Reu- 
ben had sent the right horses to the right 
places. 

Then came Saturday’s $50,000-added 
Charles W. Bidwill Memorial Handicap, 
nine furlongs at Hawthorne. Oil Capitol 
was to run. Ruhe and Inseparable, al- 
though nominated, had been shipped to 
Atlantic City, leaving Oil Capitol to carry 
on alone. If he could win, it would add 
$37.500 to his $580,756 total, of which 
$183,105 was earned this year. This is a 
fund separate and apart from the $710,637 
‘ deposited this year to the strictly private 
account of Hasty House Farm. 

But Oil Capitol, the gray rascal, threw 
them down by running one of his bad 
races. The 6-year-old stallion, never a 
gem of consistency, trailed in an eight- 
horse field most of the way and caught 
only one horse, Vantage, before the finish. 
Since Hasty House horses were in action 
on no other fronts that day, it was a non- 
profit week end for a stable which has 
enjoyed remarkable success all season. 

Few eyes were on Oil Capitol (121) as 
Smoke Screen (111) and Sub Fleet (117) 


battled to the finish seven lengths in front . 


of the Irish-bred *Indian Hemp (113), best 
of the others. The winner, Smoke Screen 
(Drawby—Aphrodite, by Pilate), a big,

rough 5-year-old chestnut gelding, demon- 
started extraordinary gameness when he 
hooked Sub Fleet in the final sixteenth 
and kept his head in front of the Dixiana 
4-year-old, which gave his best under a 
slashing ride by Steve Brooks. 

Gerald Porch rated Smoke Screen some 
distance back until the stretch, where Sub 
Fleet wrestled the lead from the 3-year-old 
Sir Mango (112), the early pace-maker, 
which had been attended closely by Vant- 
age (112) and *Indian Hemp. After the 
race, Freeman Keyes, Chicago advertising 
man who owns Smoke Screen and whose 
stable bears the name of his Reverie Knoll 
Farm at Danville, Ky., paid $5,000 to make 
his horse a supplementary nominee for the 
$75,000 Hawthorne Gold Cup on Oc- 
tober 17, 

Although he placed at two in the Bash- 
ford Manor, Joliet, Breeders’ Futurity, and 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, and at 
three in the Blue Grass Stakes and Ark- 
ansas Derby, Smoke Screen did not be- 
come a stakes winner until early this year 
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at New Orleans, where he won successively 
the Le Compte, A. B. Letellier Memorial, 
and New Orleans Handicaps. He has won 
eight races, earned $150,945. Due to in- 
juries he did not race between May, 1952, 
and February, 1953. 

Bred by Henry Drew, Smoke Screen has 
done all his racing for Reverie Knoll 
Farm. His sire, Drawby (Diavolo—Draw- 
bridge, by *Sir Gallahad IIL) was a win- 
ner of 18 non-stakes races. Aphrodite, 
dam of Smoke Screen, was a winner at 
two and three, produced five winners, in- 
cluding Brown Smoke (by Easy Mon). 


SURPRISE. When the 5-year-old Sickle’s 
Image won the $100,000-added Washing- 
ton Park Handicap (one mile) on Labor 
Day, her victory seemed less surprising to 
many than the long odds of 24-to-1. 


Her half-length victory over Ruhe (116) 
netted her owner, Clarence Hartwick, 
$108,500, and boosted her lifetime earnings 
to $384,560. This placed her fifth on the 
all-time list of leading money-winning 
mares, with only Bewitch ($462,605), Gal- 
lorette ($445,535), Next Move ($398,550), 
and Honeymoon ($387,760) ahead of her. 


A week later she won the $10,000 Martie 
Flynn Handicap at Hawthorne, which put 
her ahead of Honeymoon. ;, 

So much has been said about the al- 
leged plebeian origin of this game little 
brown mare that it has become a bit tire-. 
some. A study of her pedigree, and of the 
individuals comprising it, is suggested to 
those who wish to examine the facts. Her 
immediate parentage is singularly inter- 
esting. Her sire, Sickletoy (*Sickle—Way- 
about, by Fair Play), a moderate winner, 
stood in Ohio. This half-brother to Boling- 
broke was a shy breeder, got few foals be- 
sides Sickle’s Image, was returned to 
training. suffered injuries, and died. 

Ariel Image (Ariel—Imaginary, by 
*Swift and Sure), dam of Sickle’s Image, 
was a winner of seven races. She was 
difficult to get in foal and her only run- 
ner is Sickle’s Image. 


TROUBLES. Mark-Ye-Well’s poor show- 
ing (he finished last) in the Washington 
Park Handicap apparently was due to a 
combination of circumstances. He wore a 
bar shoe on one hind foot. The track was 
designated as good, but was still some- 
what gummy after earlier rains, He suffer- 
ed a stone bruise. It would not be sur- 
prising to learn eventually that his weak 
stifle gave him more trouble, not to speak 
of the new hoof he grew after suffering a 
quarter crack last winter.

The Headley Stud: Racing Class 


First Requirement for Mares 


One day in the fall of 1903 Hal Pettit 
Headley, owner of Beaumont Farm at Lex- 
ington, attended an auction sale in the 
old livery stable which stood, like a mod- 
ern garage, next door to the Phoenix Hotel 
on Lexington’s Main Street. William Eas- 
ton, whom the old-timers frequently called 
the prince of auctioneers, was crying the 
sale. A mare named Tweedledum went 
through the ring and was sold for $440. 

“Sold to Mr. Headley,” Easton an- 
nounced. 


Hal Pettit Headley immediately pro- 
tested that he was not the buyer. 

“I’m sorry,” said the auctioneer. “There’s 
another Mr. Headley here.” 

The other Mr. Headley was Hal Price. 
then 14 years old. He had borrowed from 
his grandfather enough money to make his 
first purchase of a Thoroughbred. The 
foal the mare was carrying (a filly named 
Jaunty) he sold at a price high enough to 
realize a profit, and Hal Price Headley was 
off on a half-century career of breeding 
and racing during which there was at 
least one thing he never needed—advice. 

It is doubtful whether any American 
horseman, living or dead, has known rac- 
ing, in all its phases from the teaser to 
the totalizator, more thoroughly than Hal 
Price Headley. Now, after fifty years of 
breeding, weeding, selling, buying, train- 
ing, traveling, thinking, and organizing, he 
has announced that his collection of brood- 
mares at Beaumont Farm will be dispersed 
by public auction in the fall sales at 
Keeneland. He organized not only the 
band of broodmares but also, more than 
any other man, the sales and Keeneland 
itself. 

And what sort of mares is he dispersing? 
This is intended as a report on the sig- 
nificant outcome of a long process of se- 
lective breeding, and not as propaganda 
for the buying public. But whether it is 
construed as report or propaganda, the 
answer to the question remains the same: 
Price Headley is dispersing just about the 
sort of mares he would be expected to 
have at the end of his first fifty years in 
the business. 


STANDARDS. I don’t know just when 
Headley concluded that the best way to 
select broodmares was on the basis of 
their racing class. He grew up with a gen- 
eration of breeders who preached and 
practised otherwise. He must have heard 
it a thousand times, that the family is 


greater than the individual, He probably 
was convinced that a breeder’s success de- 
pends largely upon the degree to which 
he lights upon successful nicks of blood- 
lines. 


Whatever his earlier theories of breed- 
ing may have been, the fact remains that 
Price Headley’s stud, as it has been main- 
tained in recent years, has been more 
solidly founded on racing class than any 
other Thoroughbred breeding operation of 
comparable size in America. 


Beaumont frequently is called a “filly 
farm.” for the reason that it usually has 
produced more fillies than colts. (Mr. 
Headley thinks there are “filly families,” 
and that he could predict the sex of un- 
born foals from family data, but has never 
got around to making the attempt.) Most 
of the best horses he has raced have been 
fillies. A few of those good runners have 
failed to make any notable contribution 
as broodmares, but over the years the best 
race mares and their best daughters grad- 
ually have come to constitute a larger and 
larger proportion of the stud. 

Comparatively little of Headley’s money 
has been spent for stallions or stallion 
services. Of course. at the Charles E. 
Kohler dispersal in 1913, he and the late 
William B. Miller went to $38,000 to buy 
Uncle—but it was Miller’s money. In gen- 
eral, Headley seems to have had a policy 
of avoiding high expenditures for stal- 
lions, and those he did buy, or take a part- 
nership in, appear to have been selected 
on the basis of their breeding rather than 
upon a demand for extreme racing class. 

For most of the successful breeders of 
recent years, such a policy would have 
been unthinkable. In the tough competi- 
tion which always characterizes the busi- 
ness of breeding for the race track, nearly 
all of the biggest breeders and buyers give 
primary attention to the reputation of the 
sire. Beaumont is still a filly farm: its suc- 
cess is based on mares. 

To be sure, good sires have had their 
share in making up the pedigrees of the 


current crop of mares, but the expenditure 


for their services probably has been less, 
in aggregate, than for any other farm of 
comparable size and success. Three horses 
of high reputation have stood at Beaumont 
Farm in the last few years—Menow, Re- 
voked, and *Rico Monte—and they are 
probably the highest-class group that ever 
stood there. Of these, Menow was home- 
bred, and the other two were attracted to 


the farm because of the known merit of its 
broodmares. 


THE MARES. No attempt will be made 
here to give full details of the present 
broodmare band at Beaumont; the sales 
catalogue will be out soon enough for that, 
There are, however, some generalizations 
and classifications which may reveal some 
of the principles behind the Headley suc- 
cess, 

Of the 37 mares to be sold, 35 were 
raced, the only exceptions being Alantish, 
a full sister to the top stakes winner Ask- 
menow, out of the stakes winner Conclave, 
and Last of All, the last daughter of old 
Alcibiades, a top-class racer which, 
through Menow, Salaminia, Lithe, and 
Sparta, brought more prestige and dollars 
to Beaumont Farm than any other one 
mare in its history. 


Of the 35 which raced. Rico Ropa ran 
only twice. Tutu and Selenga, neither of 
which, incidentally, was bred by Mr. Head- 
ley, ran only once each. Thus, for prac- 
tical purposes, five of the 37 mares were 
untried, or virtually so, on the race track. 

The other 32 were all winners. Four- 
teen of them were stakes winners and an- 
other seven were placed in stakes. Their 
earnings range from $4,055 (Now Mandy) 
to $187,415 (Lithe). Four have earned 
more than $100,000 each—Askmenow, 
Athenia, Letmenow, and Lithe. 

One of the mares to be sold, Velure, is 
still racing, and a winner this year. Leav- 
ing her aside, and accounting for the rac- 
ing records of the other 31 mares through 
1952, they have earned a total of $1,037,- 
684, an average of $33,474 per mare. They 
had a total of 82 racing years, and earned 
an average of $12,654 per runner per 
year. They made 952 starts and earned 
$1,090 per start. 

As appraised by the average-earnings 
index, and still excluding Velure and the 
five mares which were unraced or ran no 
more than twice, all the mares are in the 
top 30 per cent of mares raced in this 
country. Four (Bolide, Pelt, Remiss, Volt- 
age) have indexes between .80 and 1.00, 
but three of these raced ten times or fewer 
and the other (Pelt) was placed in stakes. 
All but nine have racing indexes above 
2.00 (twice average), high enough to 
place them among the top 5 per cent of 
race mares, Eighteen, or 58 per cent, are 
above 2.80, and thus in the top 3 per 
cent. Eleven, or 35.5 per cent, have indexes 
above 5.00, and are in the top one per 
cent. 

Of course, Price Headley is not a man 
who would lay aside everything he knows 
about conformation and family histories 
in selecting the fillies he wishes to keep 
for breeding. He is not possessed by the 
idea that racing class is necessarily the 
last word in the selection of young mares. 
The fact remains that the current brood- 
mare population at Beaumont Farm rep- 
resents racing class to an exceptional de- 
gree. It would be difficult to find another

breeding operation with such emphasis on 
performance. This can hardly be accident; 
I think it is simply a reflection of what 
Headley has learned in the school of ex- 
perience, his alma mater, 


PROGENY. Of the 37 mares to be cat- 
alogued, 24 had had progeny to race by 
the end of 1952. Their 251 year-starters 
had earned $1,682,228. an average of 
$6.702 per runner per year. The average- 
earnings index for the group is 2.67, which 
is a trifle higher than the lifetime index 
for the progeny of Menow, the best male 
runner and most successful sire Mr. Head- 
ley has owned. Comparative figures for 
other broodmare bands are not available, 
but it is reasonably safe to remark that 
very few others will outrank this group. 


SUMMARY. The science of genetics 
(art of breeding, if you prefer) is not so 
exact, nor accident and environment so 
unimportant, that any breeder can expect 
all or nearly all his mares to become good 
producers, no matter what standards he 
has used in selecting them. That some 
promising individuals will fail to reach a 
satisfactory level of production is almost 
as much a certainty as tomorrow’s sunrise. 
The “herd average” is the important mat- 
ter, and it can be maintained or raised 
only by the most rigorous standards of 


recruiting and culling. A lucky hit may 
put a man in business. but luck is not 
generally acceptable as collateral on a 
loan. It takes a lot of horse sense of sev- 
eral varieties to go from a $440 mare 
bought with borrowed money to a stud 
such as Hal Price Headley has assembled 
—and the stud probably has a higher po- 
tential now than at any previous period in 
its history. 

The man who is comparatively new to 
breeding might profit by studying the de- 
velopment of the Beaumont stud. Price 
Headley can read books, of course, but 
virtually everything he has learned about 
horses has come from observation and 
experience—mostly observation of his own 
experience. His case history is a book in 
itself. 

I do not recall that Headley has ever 
paid high prices for breeding stock. Usual- 
ly. whenever he bought recruits, he got 
them at modest figures. Occasionally he 
found a good one. His first good race mare 
after the death of his father was *Chaco- 
let, in the early 1920’s, Then there were 
*Mandy Hamilton and her daughter Handy 
Mandy, Helen’s Babe, Alcibiades, etc. 

Somewhere along here, probably in the 
middle 1930’s, Headley began using per- 
formance as the principal standard for 
selecting his broodmares. In the last twenty 
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years or thereabouts he has demanded that 
his mares must have “shown him some- 
thing” on the race track. Speed and sound- 
ness have been required first. In a few 
cases, of course, he has kept mares because 
they have shown high promise in training. 
There is little evidence that he has kept 
mares simply because they were “well 
bred.” 

Under this program the stud has de- 
clined in size and increased in quality. Its 
best years have been the last six or seven, 
despite the fact that no big money-winning 
colt has been produced in this period, The 
selection of breeding stock during the 
years leading up to the peak of success 
was almost entirely on the basis of racing 
class. Beaumont, in all probability, is the 
most successful modern stud which has 
been developed through selection and cull- 
ing rather than through large expendi- 
tures for breeding stock. 

Presumably anyone with reasonable in- 
telligence and some other assets, including 
liquid capital to pay the deficits for sev- 
eral years, could begin with moderate ex- 
penditures and build a stud as successful 
as Headley’s, particularly if he started at 
the age of 14. Under today’s highly com- 
petitive conditions it might be safer to 
begin with good breeding stock, even if 
it costs money.

Charity Deficit 


The California Attorney General’s of- 
fice has accepted an offer by the directors 
of Bay Meadows race track to “replen- 
ish,” to the extent of $233.799, the funds 
of the Veterans Rehabilitation Founda- 
tion, an organization formed to dispense 
money collected at charity days at Bay 
Meadows. 

The settlement was approved by Su- 
perior Judge Murray Draper, of San 
Mateo County, in whose court the State 
filed suit to recover approximately $359,- 
000 which it claimed had been misused. 
Judge Draper still has under advisement 
a State claim to recover the additional 
$125,000. Of the $233,799 total, $225.000 


was loaned to Portland Meadows race 
track which went bankrupt after a dis- 
astrous 1948 flood; $7,799 was lost in 
promoting the National Boxing Club; and 
$1.000 was loaned to the San Mateo Box- 
ing and Wrestling Club. 


The money will be repaid at the rate of 
$50.000 a year, effective this year. Wil- 
liam Hornblower, attorney for the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club, which owns Bay 
Meadows, said funds to make up the 
deficit would come from future “charity” 
days. Bay Meadows has a 45-day fall 
meeting, and may include as many as five 
charity days. according to State law. 

The $125,000 which hasn’t been settled 
was used to purchase stock in the Port- 
land Meadows venture. William P. Kyne, 
general manager of Bay Meadows and 
principal organizer of Portland Meadows, 
claims that this was a sound investment 
at the time the stock was purchased. Kyne 
said that “there were 231 individual in- 
vestors, including the First National Bank 
of Portland, which loaned $500,000.” 


Assistant Atty, Gen. Clarence Linn said 


that “monies invested in the Portland 
Meadows track were not the result of the 
exercise of prudence, good judgment and 
intelligence. . . . Kyne and the Jockey 
Club had substantial investments in Port- 
land Meadows and presently own the 
Portland Turf Club.” 

Portland Meadows, reorganized after 
the bankruptcy, currently is holding a 50. 
day meeting. 


Tornado at Scarborough 


A tornado ripped through the stable 
area of Scarborough Downs September 2, 
tore the roofs from four large barns, and 
did damage estimated at $25,000. 

No one was injured, since the storm 
broke across the track during the noon 
hour when most owners and trainers were 
at the club house attending a luncheon ar- 
ranged by the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, 

A walkway on the roof of the grand- 
stand, connecting the press box and a 
stairway, was blown away, but damage to 
the grandstand was negligible.

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Where the Mess Meets the Press 


Horsemen in and around Del Mar 
(where the surf meets the Turf) last week 
were raising more fuss than puppies in 
a window. The big trouble, the thing that 
had everybody popping mad at somebody, 
was what is becoming popularly known as 
“The Frosty Dawn Incident.” 

The Frosty Dawn Incident began with 
the Del Mar Debutante Stakes August 29, 
in which Frosty Dawn beat Lady Cover 
Up. Later the winner was disqualified 
when it was learned that Frosty Dawn was 
not legally in the race, After an investi- 
gation disclosed that a $100 eligibility fee 
for Frosty Dawn had been allowed two 
months after it was due, the board of 
stewards of Del Mar ordered purse money 
redistributed and suspended owner Gus 
Luellwitz for the balance of the meeting. 
The Del Mar Turf Club then fired its 


general manager, O, L. McKenney. 
For a few days, all was quiet. Then 


William F. Black, who bred Lady Cover 
Up. told newsmen that the Del Mar Turf 
Club and its stewards were engaged in a 
“desperate and deceitful attempt to with- 
hold the true facts in the matter.” His 
statement was followed by one from at- 
torney C. Ray Robinson, who went to the 
press box and announced that he was rep- 
resenting Black and that he would file suit 
against “all the presently known persons. 
including the Del Mar Turf Club, in- 
volved in this conspiracy.” 


Robinson’s suit would ask that every- 
one who bet on Lady Cover Up and other 
legitimate horses in the race be “paid in 
full what they should have been paid as- 
suming that the race was legitimately 
run.” 

According to California newsmen, while 
Robinson was in the press box talking 
about the threatened court suit, Phil 
Cross, one of the Del Mar directors, en- 
tered the box and ordered Robinson to 
leave. Robinson said he wouldn’t, words 
were exchanged, and Cross said he would 
go out and get a policeman who would 
toss Robinson out. No policeman showed 
up. 

Next into the press box was Harry Cur- 
land, Del Mar stockholder and concession- 
aire at other California tracks. He had 
come to tell the newspapers that “anyone 
who said I asked him to accept the purse 
and drop the protest is a liar.” 

According to Robinson, several Del Mar 
officials had approached his client and 
asked him to hush up the matter as quickly 
as possible. He named Curland, Cross, and 
another director, P. A. Klipstein. 

“We intend to see that the public is 
frankly informed of all the facts in con- 
nection with this lamentable matter.” Rob- 
inson said. “It is our conviction that the 
best interest of racing in California can- 
not be served by making a goat of one 
person, namely McKenney, and the pro- 
tection of all others involved in what we

tisement on page 605 of this issue says 
his fee will be $5,000. 

Tom Fool, one of racing history’s best 
handicappers, has won $503,765 in three 
years. Undefeated this year in eight starts, 
his lifetime record reads 19 wins, seven 
seconds, and one third in 28 starts,

“The stewards admitted to me_ this 
morning that within a matter of two min- 
uies a simple inspection of the books of 
the Turf Club would have disclosed that 


Frosty Dawn was not eligible.” 


Interruption at Las Vegas 


The Las Vegas race track has decided to 
stop racing for two weeks while technicians 
of the American Totalisator Company in- 
stall new equipment. Racing will be re- 
sumed September 26. 

The Las Vegas Jockey Club, beset by 
administrative and legal troubles. ran into 
some new kinks September 4 when it 
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opened its inaugural meeting. Traffic was 
unreasonably snarled, food ran short, serv- 
ice was below par, and, worst of all, the 
Australian tote system failed to function 
properly. After four days of trouble, Lou 
Smith, president of the Jockey Club, de- 
cided to call it quits. In the meantime, he 
had ordered new American tote equip- 
ment, which the company said it could 
have in operation in two weeks. 


Smith’s statement about the closing: “It 
is not fair to the horsemen or the betting 
public to continue an operation under the 
hopelessly inadequate system we inherited 
from the old organization.” (It was a re- 
quirement of the court handling bank- 
ruptcy proceedings for the old Las Vegas 
track that the new track begin its meeting 
with the old tote equipment. Since this has 
been complied with, Smith now is free to 
install replacements. ) 

When the Australian system failed to 
function properly, Las Vegas was forced 
to sell pari-mutuel tickets by hand. This 
slowed betting, delayed the posting of 
odds, and forced delays in many races. 
Not once in the three days the Las Vegas 
track operated did the handle go over 
$300,000, which Smith calls the break-even 
point. 

The Jockey Club said the interruption 
in its meeting would not alter purse and 
stakes commitments, 


the Sysonby

Double Speed Seems the Best 
Of California’s 2-Year-Olds 


DEL MAR 

The best 2-year-old racing in California 
is a compact bundle of energy known 
as Double Speed. He operates on the 
theory that if you never are behind a 
horse, you never will be beaten. 

This bit of horse sense has resulted in 
four starts and four victories for Double 
Speed, which climaxed his campaign here 
on September 5 with a_ three-length 
triumph in the sixth running of the $47,600 
Futurity stakes. It was the best field that 
ever went to the post in the Del Mar 
Futurity, by my reckoning, and Double 
Speed managed to look as classy as any 
winner I can recall—and I can recall 
Your Host. 

The well balanced little brown colt is 
by Count Speed out of Pocket Edition, 
and he races in the familiar yellow and 
black silks of his breeder, Mrs. John D. 
Hertz. He was conceived in California, 
foaled in Kentucky, then shipped to Mrs. 
Hertz’s Amarillo Farm in Canoga Park, 
near Los Angeles, last summer as a year- 
ling. 

After Double Speed’s splendid victory in 
the Futurity, Mr. Hertz said the colt “may 
turn out to be the second or third best 
horse I’ve ever had.” That is praise in- 
deed, from a man who has owned and 
bred some good ones. “You know,” Mr. 
Hertz added, “I am impressed by this 
colt’s eyes. He has the largest and most 
intelligent eyes I’ve seen on a horse since 
Count Fleet.” 

His rivals would not a about that, 
because about all they ever see of Double 
Speed is hindquarter. His winning margin 
after four starts is almost five lengths a 
race. 

He made the first start of his career at 
Hollywood Park, and turned back a field 
of maidens by 41% lengths. Double Speed 
did not race again until he reached Del 
Mar. There he won from a good allowance 
field by five lengths, followed that with a 
514-length galloping victory in the Grad- 
uation Stakes. 

Having set the pattern, Double Speed 
did not change it in the Futurity. He 
bounded to the front at the start, ran the 
first quarter in :22%%, the half in :45%4. 
At the head of the homestretch he dug in 
like a bulldog, and came away to win in 
1:10% for the six furlongs. Behind him 
at the wire were good colts like James 
Session, Correlation, Brisk N’ Bright, 
Larks Music, and Major Speed, all stakes 
winners at California tracks this year. 

It seemed to me that fans knew imme- 


diately they had witnessed a performance 
by a colt of unusual quality, because the 
crowd of 19,726 looked on in dignified 
silence while Mrs. Hertz stepped into the 
winner's circle to receive the Futurity 
trophy from President Alfred Hart of 
Del Mar and Mrs. Viola Hart. I’ve noticed 
the presence of Mrs. Hertz in the winner’s 
circle always calls for a little extra gal- 
lantry from the crowd. 

Double Speed represents a triumph for 
Mr. Hertz’s theories on breeding. When 
he built Amarillo a half-dozen years ago. 
he wanted to prove that fine Thorough- 
breds could be raised as well in Cali- 
fornia as in other sections of the country. 
He also wanted to prove Count Speed, full 
brother to Count Fleet, a successful sire 
in his own right. Double Speed seems to 
prove both points very well. 

Count Speed has been among the lead- 
ing sires in California since his retire- 
ment from racing, and there is no doubt 
that Double Speed is his best youngster. 
Pocket Edition is also the dam of the 
stakes-winning Gold Capitol and of the 
winner Speed Edition. She was barren in 
1950, so these are the only foals of racing 
age she has. 

Her 1952 foal is a chestnut colt by *Nas- 
rullah; this year she produced a bay filly 
by Count Fleet. She is in foal now to 
*Nasrullah. She was sold last year to Mrs. 
John W. Hanes, of Millbrook, N. Y. 

Double Speed’s second dam is *Never 
Again II, by Pharos. She was imported 
from France by the late J. E. Widener, 
and has become well known by the ex- 
ploits of Oil Capitol and Cigar Maid. 

So, this was a Futurity victory for 
Count Speed and Amarillo Farm. I sus- 
pect their newest champion is going to 
retire undefeated for the year. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hertz plan, I believe, to put him 
away for a few months and let him do some 
growing. He should be quite a runner 
when he returns to the races next winter 
at Santa Anita.

Del Mar Sale 
Averages $837 


The second annual sales of the Thor- 
oughbred Sales Company, held September 
8 and 9 at the Del Mar race track, fell 
far below the inaugural sale of 1952. 
Fifty-eight horses, including 37 yearlings, 


‘were dispersed this year for $48,530, 


average $837. At the company’s first sale 
in 1952, 137 horses were sold for $382,750, 
average $2,794. 

Biggest drop was in the sale of year- 
lings. In 1952, 76 yearlings were sold 
for $271,493, average $3,572. This year, 
37 were sold for $30,925, average $836. 

Consignors missing from this year’s 
yearling sale included Rex Ellsworth, who 
sold, or bought in, seven head last year 
for $85,900; Ellwood B. Johnston, who 
sold four for $25.450; Mrs. Ann Peppers, 
five for $23,200; and L. C. Sternberger 
and C. T. Leavitt, three for $16,200. 

Biggest yearling consignor this year was 
Casitas Ranch Company, which sold 13 for 
$2,700, average $207. Sebe Musgrove sold 
seven for $2,225, average $318. Of the 37 
yearlings in the sale, 32 brought less than 
$1,000; 15 brought $200 or less, 

Top price of the yearling sale was 
$7,500, paid by Noble Threewitt for a bay 
filly by Free America out of Mrs. Fuddy, 
by Challedon, consigned by W. R. John- 
son, Next highest price was $6,500, paid by 
Harry Hart for a bay colt by With Re- 
gards out of Sweet Arline, by *Alibhai, 
consigned by Thelma M. Sneed. 

Wave Length, a 7-year-old bay mare by 
*Mio d’Arezzo out of Wave Gal, by Gal- 
lant Fox, brought $1,100, highest price 
for a horse in training, but the consignor 
was also the buyer.

Premonition Wins 


The St. Leger 


After Sir Victor Sassoon’s Pinza had 
dismissed himself from the scene with a 
bowed tendon, British race-goers con- 
vinced themselves that the high-strung 
Aureole would provide Queen Elizabeth II 
with the first victory for a reigning mon- 
arch in the 178-year history of the 134- 
mile classic for 3-year-olds. At Doncaster 
September 12, a huge crowd, guessed at 
200,000, sent the son of Hyperion to the 
post a 5-to-4 favorite, saw him make one 
mild bid, then falter in the stretch and 
finish third. Those who turned their eyes 
toward the royal box found the Queen 
smiling like a good loser. 

A little over a quarter-mile from the 
finish the race was going as the English 
feared it would, instead of as they had 
hoped it would: Francois Dupre’s Grand 
Prix de Paris winner Northern Light had 
followed the early pace of his stablemate 
Terek and was now in the lead. But in a 
moment England had its race back in its 
own hands, Eph Smith drove Brigadier 
W. P. Wyatt’s Premonition to the front 
and drew away to win by three lengths. 
Northern Light was second, another three 
lengths ahead of Aureole. 

In order behind the placed horses fin- 
ished Mountain King, Chamier (which 
had won the Irish Derby through the dis- 
qualification of Premonition), the Oaks 
winner Ambiguity, Empire Honey, Chats- 
worth, Timberland, Terek, and Novarullah. 
The time was 3:0644.

Premonition, which, like Aureole, is 
trained by Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort at 
Freemason Lodge, Newmarket, is bred like

tation out of a Fair Trial mare. The third 
dam, Golden Silence, was by Swynford 
out of Molly Desmond, by Desmond out 
of the great race mare Pretty Polly. 

His St. Leger victory probably will give 
Premonition clear rank as second-best of 
the season’s 3-year-olds in England. In 
seven starts this year he has won the 
Blue Riband Trial Stakes, Great North- 
ern Stakes, and Voltigeur Stakes, as well 
as the Leger, and was disqualified after 
finishing first in the Irish Derby. His only 
poor race of the year was in the Derby. 


Queen Elizabeth had her prime min- 
ister, Sir Winston Churchill, as a guest. 
They probably left the track talking of 
next year’s classics. In the race imme- 
diately before the St. Leger, the six-fur- 
long Doncaster Produce Stakes, the royal 
colors had been carried to a four-length 
victory by the 2-year-old Landau. an odds- 
on favorite, ridden by Sir Gordon Rich- 
ards. In his last previous start, the colt 
had won the five-furlong Fulbourne Stakes 
at Newmarket by four lengths. 

What makes Landau’s promise particu- 
larly bright is the fact that he is by the 
Two Thousand Guineas winner Dante 
(whose best son, Toulouse Lautrec, is 
racing in Italy this year) out of the great 
race mare Sun Chariot, best of her year 
at two and three, and winner of the One 
Thousand Guineas, Oaks, and St. Leger.

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THE THOROUGHBRED ROUND-TABLE 


Spurs. Lead Ponies, and Claiming Rules 


This is the fourth in a series of reports 
on a round-table discussion sponsored by 
The Jockey Club and attended by 18 men 
representing various phases of the Thor- 
oughbred industry. 


“Should spurs be prohibited?” 

MR. ATKINSON. I think you would 
find 90 per cent of the jockeys in agree- 
ment to prohibit them. 

MR. WIDENER. Riding as short as you 
do, isn’t it very difficult to use spurs? 

MR. ATKINSON. Very difficult. 

MR. WIDENER. Are they effective? 

MR. ATKINSON. Well, the ones you 
find effective are the ones that have been 
tampered with as a rule. All that are 
allowable are side rollers, and they are 
placed at such an angle in the spur that 
it’s real difficult to even reach the horse 
with it. Even at full length you must turn 
your foot a little bit. And I would say 
that the ones that are effective have been 
filed, as a rule, and the momentary ef- 
fectiveness is certainly no good anyway. 
A horse that runs from the steel points 
probably won’t the next time. Most of the 
jocks object to them on general prin- 
ciples anyway, because they just don’t 
feel effective, and they are in your way. 

MR. CASSIDY. Don’t you think the 
damage that is done occasionally to a 
horse by blood streaming down his side 
offsets any good that could possibly re- 
sult? 

MR. ATKINSON. I agree. 

MR. CASSIDY. How about it from the 


horseman’s standpoint? 


MR. RUTCHICK. I’ve never used them. 


I believe they do a lot of harm. 

MR. JACOBS. The only time I ever 
use them on mine, is if I happen to claim 
a horse, and he had them on the last 
time he started I didn’t pay any attention 
to it, and the jock came down the pad- 
dock with spurs on. 

MR. BURCH. I don’t think they should 
be barred in training, but I haven’t used 
spurs in racing since, well, I can’t re- 
member. 

MR. CASSIDY. Does anybody think 
they should be permitted? 

MR. JACOBS. I don’t think they should 
be permitted. 


“What can be done to discourage the 
excessive use. of lead ponies in the parade 
to the post?” 


MR. ATKINSON. I fail to see why that 
comes in for so much criticism all the 
time. What is the objection to it? 

MR. WIDENER. It mars the appear- 
ance of the parade to see 8 or 9 horses 


in a field and 7 or 8 lead ponies. Also 
it affects the view to the public when go- 
ing in one direction. When they go up 
the chute at Belmont Park, they never 
do get a look at them. That’s one objec- 
tion, there may be a lot more others, I 
don’t know. 

MR. ATKINSON. Of course I feel that 
there are so many horses whose perform- 
ance is definitely improved by the use of 
a lead pony in riding to the post. I dare 
say as good a mare as Snow Goose would 
have been worthless if you tried to get 
her to the gate alone. 

MR. WIDENER. Do you think it’s over- 
done? 

MR. ATKINSON. Possibly. 

MR. PERLMAN. They have to pay for 
it, don’t they? 


MR. WIDENER. Yes, but it’s only a 
minor charge, $10. 


MR. PHIPPS. In other words, this 
would not eliminate Snow Goose from 
the lead pony service. 

MR. WIDENER. No. But people take 
advantage of it. A lot of it is not neces- 
sary. 

MR. CASSIDY. It’s the excessive use, 
not the use. 


MR. ATKINSON. What 


wrong then in raising the fee? 


MR. WIDENER. Increase it to $25 
from $10? 

MR. CASSIDY. It goes to charity.

The Round-Table Box Score 


Last month The Jockey Club published a complete text of a round-table 


discussion it sponsored earlier in the summer in New York City. In response to 
an inquiry, Marshall Cassidy, executive secretary of The Jockey Club and one of 
18 panel members, has sent THE BLoop-Horse an accounting of action The 
Jockey Club has taken on suggestions made during the meeting. From the pen 
of Mr. Cassidy: 

1. We have circulated Mr. John B, Campbell’s suggested changes in the 
scale of weights for age. After receiving comments from those who are vitally . 
interested, The Jockey Club will decide on the changes that are to be made. I am 
sure this will be accomplished in order to be effective as of January 1. 

2. The Jockey Club has appointed a committee composed of Mr. (Alfred) 
Vanderbilt, Mr. (Louis Lee) Haggin II, and Dr, (Eslie) Asbury to investigate 
and make recommendations in respect to tightening foal registration procedures. 
This will no doubt increase the possibility of an increased fee for registration. 

3. The Jockey Club is adopting a rule which prohibits spurs in all races on 
the flat, and the New York State Racing Commission is considering the same 
regulation for their rules. 

4. The question of whether entries should be made 48 hours before race 
time was settled. it being generally agreed that it would be impractical in New 
York. 

5. Questions 15, 16, and 17, which have to do with tightening up all regu- 
lations in order to prevent fires in the stable area, have brought forth a number 
of advancements which should be of considerable help, and the study is continuing. 

6. A study is being made of purse distribution, with an effort to arrive at 
a satisfactory standard which will result in a fairer distribution for the middle- 
class horse. 

7. The press are being furnished with index numbers of all horses on the 
overnight entries as well as with all facts pertaining to foul claims. 

8. A study is being made of the effect of television on crowds, 

9. The question of the morning line being printed on the programs is being 
studied, and if it is practical for the tracks in New York to do it with the present 
scratch hour, it no doubt will be put into effect very soon. (Now in effect.) 

10. The issuance of badges to owners and trainers for the entire season, 
despite the loss of horses mid-way, has been approved. 

11. A claiming rule with some protection for the owners of 2-year-olds is 
being considered. 

12. The disqualification rule in New York is again being considered.

hurt. He’ll back up, or one thing or an- | 


other. But what started the excessive use 
of it was when Calumet—Ben Jones, every 
horse he ran, whether it needed a pony 
or not, he sent to the gate with a pony 
and it sort of got to be fashionable then. 
Everybody started copying it. 

MR. PERLMAN. Is it possible to have 
the lead pony on the inside? 


MR. CASSIDY. We do. They change 
over as they go by. 


MR. ATKINSON. Oftentimes too, you 
have an inexperienced pony boy .. . 

MR. JACOBS. And they step over on 
a horse. They do more damage than they 
do good at times. 

MR. RUTCHICK. I would suggest that 
the pony fee should be raised to $25. 
That will eliminate a lot of ponies. 

MR. CASSIDY. Some state has passed 
a rule which prohibits the use of lead 
ponies entirely. And in New York some 
years ago—at one of the tracks—horses 
could only be led to the post by a man 
on foot. 

MR. BURCH. They did start to elimi- 
nate lead ponies altogether at Belmont 
Park a great many years ago. 

MR. CASSIDY. Yes, that’s correct. 

MR. BURCH. But I don’t know why 
it wasn’t successful. 

I remember, because I had a _ horse 
that I thought would run away sure going 
to the post and that ruling came up 
without my knowing anything about it. 
They stopped my pony when I was in the 
paddock. He got to the post all right, but 
I was scared to death. 

MR. CASSIDY. That’s the time I was 
speaking of. They then required them to 
lead the horse to the post on foot. 

MR. WHITNEY. I'd like to count how 
many people, say at Aqueduct on Satur- 
day. would have their aesthetic sensibili- 
ties wounded by lead ponies in the pa- 
rade. 

MR. RUTCHICK. Slim Sulley had a 
horse only last year, a pony wouldn’t 
help him any, so he has his groom walk 
him to the gate. 

MR. WHITNEY. Could you charge $25, 
and let the owner get the benefit of the 
deduction, since the money goes to 
charity? 

MR. ATKINSON. I will talk it up 
among the riders. I don’t know if it will 
do any good or not. 


MR. PHIPPS. I think there’s quite a 
shortage of competent jockeys now with 
racing having expanded as much as it 
has. Are we doing everything to develop 
new riders and retain the older ones? 

MR. ATKINSON. Well, no. One thing 
that I have thought could be done is the 
business of talent scouting for riding ma- 
terial. They do it in other sports and it 
seems to me that it could be worked out 
in some way for racing. You need small,

Suppose you had a 
talent scout and you sent him to Idaho 
to select and encourage 4 or 5 people 
to come to racing. Then he’s got to find 
the stables to take them. 

MR. ATKINSON. Exactly. 

MR. CASSIDY. You mean arrange- 
ments should be made in advance. 

MR. ATKINSON. Yes, it would have 
to be contracted for in advance. Natural- 
ly they wouldn’t be given, immediately, 
4 or 5 year term contracts. There would 
have to be a probationary period in- 
volved in every case. You might find they 
wouldn’t like to be around horses after 
they have been on a farm or race track. 

MR. CASSIDY. I think that’s a good 
idea. I think Mr. Phipps has in mind 
possibly the weight scale. 

MR. PHIPPS. I had everything in 
mind. I wanted to get ideas from them. 

MR. BURCH. That particular thing 
would work fine in conjunction with a 
jockey school. What ever became of that? 

MR. CASSIDY. They had a school in 
Detroit and they had a school some 
place else. 

MR. BURCH. I think a jockey school 


in New York would work. 


MR. BOWER. I would like to hear 
what Ted thinks about increasing weights 
—whether some boys are forced out who 
are not great deal overweight. 

MR. ATKINSON. Of course the way 
you could eliminate that would be to put 
the weight scale at—say, the average 
weight in this room is what, 180 pounds? 
—you get up that high you could get 
plenty of riders. That’s all on the basis 
of available material. The higher you go 
the more material is going to be avail- 
able. 

MR. WIDENER. Do you think more 
boys would stay in if the weight was 120 
pounds? Do you think they’d stay in an- 
other 2 or 3 years? 

MR. ATKINSON. They might stay, 
but you’d find that many more boys who 
could normally do 125 would be reducing 
to ride at 120. In fact, the reducing prob- 
lem would increase as you got higher, be- 
cause the number of available riders to 
reduce a little bit would be that much 
greater. 

MR. CASSIDY. New York is the only 
state in the Union, I believe, that still re- 
tains the national proposal of some years 
ago that the weights be scheduled at a 
higher rate than they were before. Mr. 
Campbell has that in his conditions—not 
more than so many pounds below the 
scale. But no other state has retained that. 
Do we have more heavy riders in New 
York than they do any place else because 


of it? 

MR. ATKINSON. No, I'd say it’s about 
equal. 

MR. CASSIDY. Then it hasn’t done 
much good. 

MR. ATKINSON. I’ve never felt that 
it would do any good. You’d have more 
jockeys reducing the more you raise 
the scale of weights. 

MR. BURCH. Ted, are you sure about 
that? Don’t you think we have more heavy 
riders in New York than any place else? 

MR. ATKINSON. No sir. You'll see 
more boys in the box, or as many. 

MR. BURCH. Yes, but they don’t carry 
the weights, they're reducing to ride 
lighter than our boys. You don’t find 
boys like Gorman, Guerin, Nichols. They 
can’t ride any place except New York. 

I think it’s helped the heavy boys in 
New York and I think it should go 
further. 

MR. PHIPPS. You don’t think it hurts 
the horses to carry more weight, do you? 

MR. BURCH. No I don’t. 

MR. CASSIDY. We want more good 
riders to remain active. 

MR. PERLMAN. I think the idea ex- 
pressed here is that the weights should 
be raised all over the country, it would 
have an excellent effect on keeping the 
good riders riding. 

MR. PHIPPS. Are we doing as much 
for apprentices in developing new riders?

MR. WHITNEY. I think you might 
do something around here with a tele- 
vision program or radio program or 
something to inform people who don’t 
have any idea of what a jockey’s career 
is all about. Mothers of small boys think 
they are sending their boys into a life 
of crime. I think we could well under- 
take a public relations program and in 
a couple of years’ time see how much 
material you would get. If you got enough 
material then you could screen it out 
and have good caliber boys. 

MR. CASSIDY. With that thought in 
mind we have intended making a movie, 
in color, of a jockey’s career from the 
beginning. Arcaro was to be the jockey. 
And it would show his development, his 
experience, and then the finished rider in 
the end. 

MR. PERLMAN. You know what we 
could probably get it into? Some of 
these television programs when you broad- 
cast a very big race. 


“Should an owner who only has a 
leased horse be permitted to claim?” 

MR. CASSIDY. That’s a single leased 
horse. 

MR. PERLMAN. What’s the rule now? 

MR. CASSIDY. The rule permits any 
owner, and an owner is a lessee, to claim. 
It’s been the practice throughout the 
years for men to come here from other 
states without horses on the grounds, and 
lease a horse for a period of a week, 
month or years. He races the horse in his 
name, the next day claims a horse, and 
then he’s in business. I don’t think it’s 
right. If he leases 5 horses, that’s a dif- 
ferent matter. 

MR. HANCOCK. We had the same 
thing come up in Kentucky in a com- 
mission meeting this year. A man leased 
a horse, then claimed and we disallowed 
it. 
MR. CASSIDY. We have to when we 
are satisfied that the lease is for that 
specific purpose, but many times it is 
hard to tell for sure. Whereas, if the 
rule did not permit him to claim on the 
lease of one horse, you eliminate that 
problem, I think. 

MR. PERLMAN. Can you lease a horse 
from a man who’s racing on the grounds? 

MR. CASSIDY. Certainly. 

MR. RUTCHICK. I have never leased 
a horse to anyone and never will. But 
that provision in the claiming rule would 
stop racketeering. 

MR. BURCH. Wouldn’t you have to go 
further than one horse? Why can’t that 
man lease two horses just as well as 
one? 

MR. CASSIDY. It’s just a minimum. 

MR. JACOBS. I think that by putting 
a certain number, it might stop that. 

MR. JACOBS. You hate to see some- 
one claim a horse you know didn’t claim 
for himself; he claimed it for someone 
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else and then when the 30 days are up 
you see that horse go right back to that 
party. 

MR. O'BRIEN. Does a lease have any 
specified time in it? 

MR. CASSIDY. Yes, I think it should. 
[ think a rule should have a restriction 
on the right to claim in respect to leasing— 
whether it be the time the lease has been 
in force, or the number of horses, to 
justify the lessee’s position, as an owner 
racing in good faith at the meeting. 

MR. BURCH. That couldn’t be left up 
to the Stewards of the meeting? 


MR. CASSIDY. It can be. It does say 
racing in good faith. But as I told Mr. 
Hancock there’s a point there where it 
is pretty hard to separate between the 
man who is eligible and the man whe is 
not eligible. It’s a very fine line and I 
think the rule should separate it so that 
we don’t have any difficulty. The ques- 
tion here is whether it isn’t advisable to 
restrict that type claim, and if it is, re- 
quest The Jockey Club or some other 
governing body to consider it and de- 
vise some rule which would eliminate it. 

MR. BURCH. Really the only harm in 
that claiming is the man who comes to 
New York to claim and takes him out. 
There’s no particular harm if he claims a 
horse and races him in New York, 

MR. CASSIDY. Except that you make 
it open claiming during that period of 


time when you let him come and lease. 
I’m in favor of open claiming. Don’t get 
me wrong, but that’s not our rule. 

MR. BURCH. If Bill Jones doesn’t 
claim him, why Dan Smith will. 

MR. JACOBS. When you stop having 
claiming, then it’s bad. 

MR. ORTELL. Why should a man be 
permitted to lease a horse and make 
claims? I think it should be prohibited. 

MR. WHITNEY. No matter what num- 
ber? 

MR. CASSIDY. No. Mr. 
leases all his horses. 

MR. PHIPPS. King Ranch too. 

MR. JACOBS. Mine are all leased. 

MR. WIDENER. He doesn’t mean that 
kind of a lease. 

MR. CASSIDY. Well it’s a lease and 
you've got to consider it. 

MR. PERLMAN. You mean if Green- 
tree got down to one horse then they 
couldn’t claim? 

MR. O’BRIEN. I think there should be 
a time element in a lease. 

MR. CASSIDY. I think so too. A horse 
should have to be leased for more than 
30 or 60 days before a claim could be 
made. 

MR. WIDENER. I think the best idea is 
to make it a 60 or 90 day time that he 
has to carry the horse, rather than the 
number of horses.
